proxy) reſented in ſuch paſſionate expreſ- 
ſtons to his grace, that if a former diffe- 


rence did not ſubſiſt between the king and 


prince, it produced an open breach at that 
time, one conſequence of which was an 
order for the latter to quit his apartments 
at St. James's next day.

charging the duties of his office with great 
bravery, the command devolved on his lord- 
ſhip. He immediately repaired to the centre, 
and finding the purſuit had put part of the 
forces in diſorder, formed them again with 
all poſſible expedition, Scarce was that ef- 
fected, when M. de Bougainville appeared 
in the rear with 2000 freſh men; but his 
lordſhip ordering two battallions and two 
pieces of cannon (whereof one was taken 
from the French) to advance againſt them, 
that officer thought fit to retire, and leave 
his lordſhip abſolute maſter of the field. Af- 
ter this deciſive victory, M. de Ramſay, 
commander in Quebec, ſent a flag of truce, 
with propoſals of capitulation, on the 17th, 
before any batteries could be erected for the 
ſiege of that fortreſs, and the terms of ſur- 
render being ſettled the next day, the Bri- 
t1ih troops took poſſeſſion of the gates.
